SILVER MOVEMENTS 


Recently the situation here has 
attracted attention to the shipments 
‘of Chinese dollars and allver from 
Hongkong. Reports of what would 
‘ordinarily be routine | movements 
gain a significance which they do 
hot deserve. The other day a news 
agency message asserted that Chi- 
nese dollars were difficult to obtain 
in Hongkong, owing, presumably, to 
the activities of exporters of those 
coins. This led to the amazing im. 
[pression that Hongkong was “short 
of silver"—clearly a not too happy 
‘use of the metal as a synonym for 
jthe coin. Hongkong, as most people 
know, is exceedingly well stocked 
with ‘silver and there Is also no 
shortage of Hongkong dollars. The 
point is made with no desire to 
frample on Shanghai's corns for here 
talk of shortages is tiresomely cur- 
rent. The only object of this dis- 
closure is to disabuse anyone of the 
notion that Hongkong is in’ need of 
Silver, Tt is so important nowadays 
to be clear on such points. 


JUBILEE STAMPS 


In connection with the celebration 
of the King’s Silver Jubilee it is 
gratifying to know that the Far East 
Will not be neglected philatelically. 
It Js officially announced that among. 
the series of special postage stamps 
to. be issued in commemoration of 
the event Hongkong will be re- 
presented by an issue of four. Their 
denominations are likely to be three, 
five, ten and twenty cents, and the 
design will be selected from among 
‘a hundred now being made in 
England. Hongkong reports state 
that the now stamps will be oblong 
ip shape and superimposed on the top 
corners will be the Royal cyphers 
“G.R” and “M. R” surmounted by 
fa crown. The name “Hongkong” will 
bereproduced on each side and under- 
neath will be the inscription “Silver 
Tubllee”” ‘The news of the special

HERBERT ALLEN GILES 

Dr. H. A. Giles attained to such! 
eminent distinction during his thirty 
Ave years’ tenure of the Professorship 
of Chinese at Cambridge University 
that it is dimeult for the present 
generation to think of him either as 
Vice-Consul in Shanghai in 1883 or| 
to appreciate the fact that, when he| 
retired. from H.B.M's " Consular| 
/Service ten years later, he was Consul 
at Ningpo. ‘His death wil be sincere- 
ly mourned in China, His scholar. 
ship and deep learning have played 
‘a most important part in the cement 
ing of Sino-British relationships and 
he must be accounted among the 
select group of Englishmen who have 
uotably contributed to the better un 
derstanding of the culture and tradi-!

THE SULPHUR MONOPOLY 


‘The’ Sulphur monopoly is frankly 
discussed in the correspondence 
columns by the KJangsu Bureau and 
the firm” whose. deliveries were 
stopped last week, The Bureau is to 
tbe commended for its tucid exposl- 
tion of its policy and intentions. At 
the same time it must be recognized 
that there is considerable force in 
the argument that, whether the 
monopoly system is desirable or not, 
the practice of farming out taxation 
jearries with it those very risks 
‘against which Dr. H. H. Kung has 60 
‘firmly and, in this journal's opinion, 
wisely sot his face, “Let there be no 
misunderstanding ‘on this matter: 
Jcommerce cannot expect to be tree 
‘of the burden of taxation which It 
must share with the rest of the 
community. Tt 1, however, clearly 
impolitic, especially in these days, to 
Jexpose commerce, not merely to ‘the 
restraints of excessive imposts and 
regulations but to the dangers which 
must accrue from putting what 
amounts to the Government's func- 
tion of collecting taxes into private 
hands, ‘That inevitably unsettles 
business, for one exaction leads to 
another, and uncertainty, combined 
with a sense of injustice, operates to 
the dislocation of trade. As it is, the 
action taken last week may seriously 
affect important Chinese - industries 
Urgently in need of acid, unless a 
satisfactory solution of the problem 
be speedily found. It is oll to the 
good that the Bureau has so cour 
teously stated its case, The path to a 
settlement may be thereby readily 
opened.

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MONETARY WISDOM 
Feb, 18. 

‘The Monetary Advisory Com- 
mittee which began its labours on 
Saturday to the accompaniment of 
an inaugural address from its 
chairman, Dr. H. H. Kung, is 
charged with a most important task 
in the light of the present economic 
and financial conditions in China. 
Tt will have to advise the Govern- 
ment on the situation in the coun- 
‘ry generally. The interests of 
China are its main concern, This 
point should be emphasized here in 
Shanghai where an acutely difficult 
financial situation obtains. While 
mitigation of the stringency gener- 
ally prevailing in China's economic 
affairs must or should have a 
beneficial effect on Shanghai, it 
would not be fair or appropriate 
to suggest that Dr. Kung’s Com- 
mittee could or should devote it- 
self to prolonged examination of 
‘those peculiar problems which are 
now perplexing this thoroughly 
depressed city. Shanghai's difficul- 
ties are partly due to world condi~ 
tions but are largely of Shanghat’s 
‘own making. It will be for Shang- 
hai to devise suitable remedies for’ 
such special ills as accrue from 
local peculiarities. ‘The general ap- 
plication of effective measures of 
financial and economle rehabilita~ 
tion in China, will have @ favour 
able influence on Shanghal’s. sys- 
tem, in so far as that system can 
be put into an organically health- 
fer state and, therefore, become 
susceptible to sane treatment. The 
Committee cannot be expected to} 
probe more deeply than that into 
Shanghai's special needs. Its task

Whether, however, 
Hauptmann was tried and found 
guilty by the world’s press it is 
difficult to believe that justice has 
not been done in his case, ‘The 
indications of his guilt are com-

[the land, and if at the end of it 
all he has eventually to go to the 
electric chair, however, regrettable 
that may be, it cannot be gainsald 
that for guilt such as has been 
pinned on that unfortunate man 
no lesser fate would have bee 
appropriate.

‘The possible 
resignation of that able young 
Minister, Mr. Oliver, Stanley, hax 
been mentioned. Mr. Stanley has 
been described as hanging his 
head in the House—a new way of 
placating @ fiery Oppésition. There 
has been unpleasantness in Sheffield 
over the new Board's scales of 
relief. Paris apparently’ has been 
unaware of the real difficulties 
across the Channel but has been 
impressed by the alarums and ex- 
cursions over Wavertree, pepper, 
‘copra, peanuts and Mr. Lloyd 
George—all explosive commodities. 
So an ingenious, broadcaster on 
the Eiffel Tower has made con- 
fusion worse confounded by sup- 
plying domestic illustrations to a 
foreign narrative. Without the ald 
of television he has discerned a 
super-Stavisky or two in Mr. Mac- 
Donald's _ eminently "respectable 
Cabinet. So in the early part of 
the week, stimulated by Lord 
Rothermere’s — exultation over 
Wavertree, Contiriental holders sold 
British securities with depressing 
effects on the prices. Thus have 
innocent rentiers been misled by 
wicked political rumour-mongers 
jand the experience has cost them 
money. Since the division on 
‘Thursday night gave the sup- 
posedly tottering Government a 
thumping majority, it may be as- 
sumed that the Continent will 
recover its wontod confidence in 
British funds, if not in its under- 
standing of Albion's politics. 

Obviously the Government has 
been in rough water. Forty years 
Jago a clerical error in handling 
cordite returns threw the Liberal 
Party out of office and into the 
shades of Opposition for a decade, 
until Chinese Labour ‘brought Sir 
Henry _Campbell-Bannerman to 
power. So the present contretemps, 
by Victorian standards, ‘raight 
easily have aroused the expecta 
tions of Mr. Lansbury: The Gov- 
Jernment’s supporters have pointed

Neville Chamberlain, rather adores 
‘Mr, Baldwin and is prepared, at 
a price, to supply the National 
Government with what any com- 
petent Hollywood director can see 
ft needs—a star with “sex-appeal” 
Mr, George is not Shirley Temple 
—even the Paris observers insist 
that he is “aged"—but he flatters 
himself that, if tne beauty of Mr. 
Randolph Churchill lost Wavertree 
to Labour, there is every argu- 
ment for believing that his shingled 
locks ean endow the Govern- 
ment’s programme with as much 
electricity as_any platinum blonde 
‘can expect, Mr. Baldwin has been 
singularly unresponsive.

AIRSHIP DISASTER 


‘The wreck of the American airship 
Macon, one of the largest in the 
world, adds another negative to the 
Usefulness to this type of craft which 
costa a large amount of money but | 
hhag failed to demonstrate its military , 
efficiency, ‘The Macon cost U.S$2- 
500,000 and carried a number of 
aeroplanes among its many novel 
features, Fortunately, when it fell 
in the Pacifle Ocean’ its crew of 80 
were rescued but the vessel itselt is 
considered a total loss. The result 
fof the disaster numerically reduce 
the number of airships, of the typ« 
to a mere handful, but 1 must leave! 
‘a much larger doubt in the minds of 
aeronautical experts on the wisdom 
of maintaining such craft which, up 
to now with one exception, have 
Proved to be costly blunders. 
Germany's great Zeppelin fleet 
during the war was accounted for by 
Allied aeroplanes and defences, aided 
in many eases by weather conditions. 
Since the war most of these vessels 
have been lost in accidents, and ad- 
mitting the particular German genius 
for their construction, complete 
‘success has not attended thelr de- 
velopment. When squadrons of aero- 
planes of much greater efficiency and 
lusefulness can be built for the price 
of one airship it is futile to embark 
fon any policy which considers sueh 
vessels an important part of any 
@etence system. Commercially, of 
course, the situation is different and 
Dr. Eekener, with his famous Graf 
Zeppelin, has demonstrated its pos- 
sibilities, but while the margin of 
error and accident has been shown 
to be so vast a government encout-

these vessels is ignoring the lessons 
of years.

A NOVEL DEVICE 


‘The presentation to Parliament of 
the draft Instruments of Instructions 
to the Governor-General and Gov- 
lornors under the proposed new Indian 
Constitution arises out of the White 
Paper's decision—endorsed by the 
Joint Committee—to give those form- 
‘al documents “a position of great an 
importance as ancillary to the Con- 
stitution Act" The. instruments. in 
‘the past have been of immense value 
to thelr respective addressees, in that 
they have provided guidance for the 
general attitude of the Governor- 
General (Viceroy) or Governor in 
jexercising his constitutional rights 
Jand his prerogatives as the represent- 
fative of the Crown. They have not, 
however, been definitely” associated 
with specific executive actions in re- 
lation to the Constitution. Lord 
Willingdon, “when Governor — of 
‘Madras, was the first to perceive how 
‘the Instrument of Instructions could 
be. effectively used to dispose of 
anomalies encountered in the practical 
working cf the Constitution. This 
Jenabled him to take the historic step 
‘of “using dyarchy to.abolish dyarchy” 
|—as his crities alleged—in that, from 
the first, he treated his Executive 
‘Couneiliors and Ministers as members 
of a single Cabinet. The success 
Behleved in Madras in the carly days 
‘of the present Constitution arose 
‘directly from this stroke of gealus.

We cannot tell whe- 
ther there was any real fighting be- 
tween them and the various bodies 
‘of troops with whom they were in 
Jeontact in Hunan. 


No Real Fighting 

Since they came Into Kuelchow ste. 
weeks ago there has been no fighting 
jworth mentioning. The Kvelchow 
troops were, of course, utterly unable 
to meet them, And the National 
troops who had trailed them al) the 
way from Kiangsi have not yet come 
In touch with them here. ‘The Com- 
munists moved leisurely northward, 
outing whatever bodies of troops 
they met and pursued some of them, 
they ‘are now. known to be within 
quite a short distance of the Capital. 
At that time there were practically 
jno troops in Kuelyang and probably 
Ja smart attick would have secured 
Jpossession. But for some reason they 
kept on to the north, crossing the 
Wakieng (Black River) at various 
points with little opposition. 

Part of thelr force—it is hard to 
learn how many—made their way to 
HTeunyi, one of the three large cities 
fof the’ province and took possession 
Jatter the provincial trocps stationed 
there had lected the city and fled.

‘They are well behaved 
and very felendly toward us. Of 
rourse they. are reticent of ‘news.

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PEIPING TO LOSE OLD RESIDENT 


Mr. V. Petersen of the Telegraph Administration: 


Man Who Trampea 


Over Miles of China 


From Oon Gww Consesronent 


Peiping is losing a very well-known. 
figure in its oMeial and social life. 
‘Mr. Vilhelm Petersen, the popular 
‘Superintendent of the ‘Chinese Tele- 
raph Administration, having retired 
from the service is’ returning with 
his family for good to his native 
country, Denmark. He is one of the 
real “old China hands” having spent 
‘the greater part of his life in China, 
‘and is also one of the oldest foreign 
Fesidents of Peiping with which eliy 
hho first made acquaintance exactly 34 
years 

‘Mr. Petersen joined the Danish’ 
Government ‘Telegraphs in 1892, and 
‘the Great Northern” ‘Telegraph’ Co, 
three years later. His first post with 
them ‘was in Neweastle where he 
spent a year and obtained that firm 
grounding in our language so that he 
speaks it better than many an Eng- 
Vshman, In 1898 he was transferred 
to Nystad in Finland, one of the most 
important cabie stations in Europe. 
‘There he remained till the end of 


1900 when he was sent out to Chinad 


arriving in Peiping, then Peking, on 
February Ii, 1001, He very nearly 
did not reach China, however, for his 
ship was wrecked between Weihaiwel 
and Chefoo, those on board being 
eseued with much dimoulty by the 
German ‘cruiser “Hertho, the vessel 
that had brought out Count Wald 
see, the commander-in-chiet of the 
expeditionary forces, 


First Appointments in China 


On December 1, 1902, Mr, Petersen 
Jolned the Imperial (as it then was) 
Chinese Telegraph Administration, 
first on loan, 
in 1905, He served in Polping as 
superinendent till April 1903, when 
‘he wag transferred to Hankow to 
‘organise the telegraph service in the 

Yangtze valley which he imme 
proceeded to do. In the cour 
tours of inspection of telegraph lines 
and stations he covered on foot the 
whole distances between Hankow and 
Shanghai, Hankow and Chungking 
‘and Hankow and Changsha. This was 
the ‘prelude to many other tremend- 
ous "walks across China”, and he has 
probably covered greater’distances on 
foot in China than anyone alive, 
From April 1905 to April 1907 
‘engaged in building a new telegraph 
Hine between Shanghai and Nanking, 
at that time the most important line 
in China, ‘The rest of the latter year 
tbe spent in Manchuria where he was 
ont to take over from the Russians 
the Lines and stations in the provinces 
of Hellungklang and Kirin in accord- 
lance with the Russo-Chinese treaty, 
Here again he covered the whole 
‘region on fopt, as far as Blagoves- 
chensk in the north and Hunehun in 


Dellcate Negotiations 
From the beginning of 1908 till 
February 1900 Mr. Petersen acted as 
‘advisor and chief foreign superinten- 
‘head-offce of the Imperial 
‘Administration at 

se of Mr. F. N. Dres- 

ing during the latter's absence at the 
Lisbon Telegraph Conference, After 
that he was sent for a few months 
to Dairen to take over from the 
Japanese the telegraph lines in Sheng- 
King province, He then returned to 
Pelping as superintendent until he 


‘went home on six months’ home leave. | 


On his return to China he became 
superintendent, of the Tientsin office 
‘whieh post he held from April 1910 (0 
June 1014, During this period he 
‘again performed many extensive 
tours of inspection. 

At the end of 1914 Mr. Petersen’ 
‘who had very good connections with 
the forelgn community in Hankow 
‘was put in sole charge of the ne- 
Gotlations for the transfer of the Tele- 
phone franchise from the Imperial 
German Post-Omice to the Chinese 
Government for the three cities of 
Hankow, Hanyang and Wuchang. This 
was a very delicate piece of negotiat- 
ing, because 1t included the five for- 
elgh municipalities: British, Russian, 

German and Japanese. By 
‘May 1915 he had brought the nezot.a- 
ons to a successful’ conclusion on 
terms'vory advantageous to the Chi- 
nese, which have brought them in 
many millions of dollars proft in the 
‘ensuing twenty years. 


‘As Cartographer of the Service 


+ During the next six months he was 
‘engaged in another tour of inspection 
from Hankow to Chinklang and then 
north to Tlentsin—as usual all on 
foot, From 1015 to 1926 he was 
attached to the Ministry of Com- 
munications in Pelping as Telegraph 
Engineer, when he carried through 
‘a complete revision of the regulations 
i complied, detalled map of tbe 
telegraph in China, province 
by province, During those years he 
made three extensive tours of inspec 
tlon in Manchuria and was stationed 
for several months in Harbin where 
The re-organised the office. In 1928 


during one of the civil wars between 
Wu Pelfu and Chang Tso-lin the 
‘Tuchun in control of the Shanghai| 
area who was an ally of Chang would 
not let any telegraph material be sent 
up to Peiping. .So Mr. Petersen was 
despatched to Shanghai to see what 
he could do about it. At first, in spite 
of all his eredentials, he was not only 
Jnot allowed to touch the stores, but 
Was actually brought before’ the 
Mixed Court, Here, however, with 
the backing of the Legations in Pei 
ing, he justified his ciaims and was 
able to reiurn to Peiping with halt 
million dollars worth of stores with- 
‘Out whicn the telegraphic communica~ 
tions of North China would have 
completely broken down. 

In 1826 he was appointed super- 
Intendent of the Peking oflice wnere| 
hhe was a well-known figure in foreign 
circles, specially 10 the foreign cor 
respondents 10 whom he gave every 
hep and advice consistent with his 
duty to the government. After the 
‘Taumanty Incident of May 1928 
which the telegraph oice was des~ 
troyed and severai of the staft killed, 
he was sent down to bring succour 
to the remaining staif and tor 
‘establish the service. Since 1928] 
when the government was removed 
trom Peiping he has also been doing 
work for the Ministry of Communica- 
Hons in Nanking. 

Witness of Changes 

During his lengthy service in China 
‘Mr, Petersen has seen many and great 
changes both in the country and 
the lelegraph administrauion. — To| 
take only one example: when he ar- 
rived in Poiping in February 1901, 
the railway station was at the ‘Temp! 
of Heaven, and he had to take a 
Poiping cart over bumpy and unlit 
roads 1 the small Hotel du Nord, 
then the only foreign hotel in the 
place, The eificiency of the Chinese 
Telegraph Administration has, in his 
view, been greatly improved, though

All along the Ave rivers, Kan, Fu, 
Hsin, Jao and Hsiu, and around the 
Poyang Lake, there’are dykes which 
measure, according to latest Ogures, 
4,000 kilometres, Some aro damaged, 
others broken and stil! others left 
standing in ruin. Most of them are 
in such poor condition that they 
‘cannot be saved when the next 
flood comes. After ‘the great flood 
of 1931, funds were appropriated by 
‘the Central Government and 700 
Kilometres of standard dykes were 
completed by the River Conservancy 
and Dyke Bureau, As the line to be 
repaired and the work involved are 
too great and extensive to be done 
in a short period of time, the Gov- 
ernment has drawn up a plan for 
flood prevention to be completed in 
three periods of two years each. 

1. To repair and/or to rebuild 
the dykes on the east bank of the 
Kan River and on the west bank of 
the Fu River (which is to be com= 
pleted in the first two years, Le, 
1035-1038) 

‘There 1s a total mileage of 250 
Kilometres of stone and clay dykes 
fon the east bank of the Kan and 
the west bank of the Fu, embracing 
five ‘distrlots (Hsinkan, Chingkiang, 
Fengcheng, Linchuen and Nanchang) 
‘of two million mow of fertile land. 
‘Owing to the absence of proper 
repairs the land is practically in- 
undated every year during the flood 
season. It may be recalled here that 
‘every year the Kan River overflowed 
Mts banks and put Nanchang city 























under water, about knee deep for 
fone or two months and washed away 
[tho railway near iis terminus at 
‘Liuhong many times a year. 

's. Work on the east dyke of the 
Kan River includes:—To remodel 
the dyke, 141.7 kilometres long, to 
the height of one metre above the 
hhighest water mark and a width on 
the top of three metres; To rebuild 
the dyke immediately outside Nan~ 
chang clty, 85 kilometres long, to 
the above measurements; and to 
‘build a huge dam on the Fu River. 

'b, Work on the west dyke of the 
Fu River is—To remodel the dyke, 
1002 kllometres long, 19 the same 
height and width, as staced above; 
‘and to bulld two’ dams at Wang- 
hlachow for inflow and at Wuyune 
for outflow. 

"To rebuild the two dykes requires 
1,448,300 fong of earth which is to 
je transported by peasant labour 
{for thelr own benefit at food money 
‘of 30 cents per fong, amounting | to 
$493,800. The dykes between the 
two banks need 172,100 fong of earth 
which Is to be carried out by ordi- 
‘ary workmen at an average wage 
of 60 cents per fong, amounting to 
$103,260, In ‘addition, there are re 
Jgerve and administration funds of 
$59,665 and $26,882 respectively. As 
‘8 whole, the total expenditure will 
amount "to $617,147 for the first 
period of two. years, 

2. To repair and/or rebuild the 
dykes on the west bank of the Kan 
River, the east bank of the Pu 
River, and the southeastern part of 
the Boyang Lake bank (which is 
to be completed in the second 
perlod of two years, 1e,, 1997-1098), 

‘The west dyke of the’ Kan River, 
2 Kdlometres long, requires 50, 
fong of earth; the east dyke of the 
Fu, 29 kilometres long, requires 
250,000 tong: and the Poyang Lake 
dyke, 287 kilometres long, requires 
1,186,500 fong; totalling 1,486,500 tong 
‘of earth. Hence the sum of $500,000 
will be required for the second 
perlod of two years. 

‘3. To repair and/or to rebuild 
the’ dykes along the Jao, Hsin and 
Halu Rivers (which is ' to be com~ 
pleted in the third period of two 
years, 1, 1099-1940). As the dykes 
‘Along’ these three rivers are weak 
more work and money will be 
needed and so left to the third 
period. Fi 

"The dykes of the Jao, 25 Kilo- 
metres long, require 387,000 fong of 
earth; the Hsin, 62 kllometres, 658, 
000 fong: and 'the Hslu, 62. kilo- 
metres, 492,000 fong; totalling 1,437,- 
(000 fong of earth and costing $84,- 
50 for the third period of two

fare built, repairs would be neces- 
sary every. winter and regular in- 
fspection and/or urgent works during 
the summer and autumn sessons 
that ‘oll the dykes throughout the 
province can be Kept in good order 
before the floods come.

CHINA’S IMPROVING 
COMMUNICATIONS 


World-wide Programme Now 
in Contemplation 


Nanking, Feb. 15. 
Several ambitious projects, ‘which 
the Ministry of Communications ex- 
ects to realise this year, were out- 
ined by Dr, Chu Chia-hia, Ministe> 
‘of Communicctions, in a ‘broadcast 
‘speech this evening. Among the 
schemes of which the Minister mado 
articular mention were the follow- 
Ing-—Direct wireless communication 
with India, Australis, and Canada; 
[Radio telephone service both within 
China and with foreign countries; 
Jcompletion of -a telephone service 
linking up nine provinces; inaugura- 
lion of an air service between China 
land Rangoon via Yunnan. 

Dr. Chu noted with gratification 
that, after years of deficits, the Postal 
JAdministration had a surplus of 
'$1,200,000 for the fiscal year 1933. 
JGreat strides had been made in the 
development of wireless and tele- 
leraphic communication. The 
Ministry had purchased a number 
of 3% kilowatt transmitting sets, 
‘which would be installed in Tientsin 
‘and Tsingtao, enabling stations at 
‘these places to send radiograms to, 
JJopan, the Philippines, and Annam. 

Successful tests of radio telephone 
communication witly European and 
‘American covatries had been made, 
wnd, with the arrival of further 
machiner# from abroad. arrangements 
in this connection might be completed 
this summer. ‘The Ministry” pro- 
posed to erect radio telephone 
stations in Shenghaf, Canton, Tientsin, 
and Hankow. with Shanghai as the 
‘central point for connecting with 
{orelgn countries and also with those 
joarts of China served by long-distance 
telephones. 

‘As to civil aviation, in addition to 
Inereasing the services on the exist- 
Ing lines, the Ministry intended to 
Inaugurate air transport Letween Sian, 
Jand Chengtu. and between Canton 
Jand Kwenmin, the capital of Yunnan, 
‘Arrangements’ were also being made 
for a China-Rangoon air service via 
/Kwenmin—Reuter.

accordingly. The Force is entitled 
to command the confidence of the 
Public on the strength of the Com- 
missioner’s assertion that 

‘the standard of discipline is satis- 
factory and the general bearing 
and conduct of fmembers of all 
Branches of the Force were excel- 
ent. 
‘That restrained comment is not 
made by the Commissioner with- 
out reason. It amply confirms the 
view that ‘the officers under him 
are concerned to see that the Force 
preserves the chief requisites of 
00d discipline—considerate treat- 
ment of the public and a self- 
respecting moderation in the use 
of physical force. 

‘The report's analysis of the 











narcotic laws. This naturally has 
produced a high percentage of con~ 
victions—the figure being 69.37 per 
cent. of the 21,488 sent for trial. 
Pertinent to this class of offence is. 
the large proportion of the prop- 
ferty loss due to embezzlement, 
actually 59.59 per cent. of the total. 
Tt is understood that over 400 
‘eases of embezzlement were re- 
ported during the year—about 20 
per cent. of the “serious offences 
against property.” This is an un- 
pleasantly high figure. Taken in 
‘conjunction with the prevalence of 
gambling, it should give food for 
thought. 'It is to be feared that the 
community as a whole is inclined 
to treat the temptations of gamb- 
ling far too lightly. Those whose 
task it is, not to police the public, 
but to minister to distress will 
assuredly all agree that a potent 
‘cause of misery and suffering here 
is to be found in the facilities so 
lavishly given for indulging the 
gambling habit, It is a common- 
place of the crime of embezzlement 
or breach of trust that, jn nine 
cases out of ten, it has its root in 
the vicissitudes’ of the gambler’s 
pursuit. The theory that a man or 
woman cannot be protected against 
folly may be carried too far. It 
is true that, by ability to resist 
temptation, character is formed and 
strengthened. It is also true tat 
the penalization of the strong for 
the benefit of the weak should not 
be fanatically or too austerely 
pressed. Shanghai, however, will 
do well to ask itself whether the 
leaders of the community—social, 
political or religious—are courage- 
ous enough, either in setting an 
example, or in expounding precepts 
to assist their weaker fellow- 
critizens. How many National 
Societies—to bring the issue into 
forelgn perspective—have to assist 
the cause of charity without feel- 
ing, many times, that, had they 
been able more successfully to dis~ 
courge gambling, thelr own funds 
would not be subject to the drain

Committee: Must Maintain Public Confidence 


IMPROVEMENT IN ORGANIZATION SOUGHT 


Better’ Machinery for Finanching Internal Trade: 
Rectification of Adverse Foreign Balance 


'O blind imitation of devices adopted in other countries, no reliance 

‘on cheap remedies, no adoption of extreme measures which might 
undermine public confidence, but recognition of the need for consider- 
able improvement in the currency and financial organization of China. by 
the improvement of the system of note-issue, by establishing better 
machinery for the financing of internal trade, and by eventually assisting 
to rectify the adverse balance of foreign trade—those were the principles 
commended by Dr. H. H. Kung, on Saturday afternoon, in inaugurating 
the newly-formed Monetary Advisory Committee appointed by the Chi- 
nese Government to odvise on the country's present financial situation.

BIG SILVER SHIPMENT FOR CHUNGKING 


Customs Cruiser Carrying $12,000,000 in Bullion and 
Notes for Central Bank Branch 


INCIDENTAL with the report that General Chiang Kai-shek is 

Teaving Kuling in the next day or two for Ichang to assume personal 
command of the anti-Communist operations in the Upper Yangtze 
provinces, one of the largest individual shipments of silver and bank 
notes ever to leave Shanghai is being despatched to Chungking by the 
‘Customs cruiser Wenhsing. 

‘The shipment totals $12,000,000 and comprises $10,000,000 in notes 
and $2,000,000 in bor silver and dollars. The money is intended for the

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SALVAGING OF THE 
KIAN 


Plan to Bring Two Parts 
Back to Shanghai 


Extremely interesting things are 
going on near ‘Tungchow Beacon, 
Where the ss. Kian broke her back 
about two months ago and the salvag- 
es, without being too optimistic, 
hope to bring the two paris of the 
vessel into Shanghal on either side 
of the tug Saucy within two weeks. 
‘Messrs, Far Eastern Salvage Co, & 
subsidiary of Messrs, Wheelock & Co., 
Ltd, have been working on the Kian 
for ‘a month, 

Tt will be recalled that the Kian, 
inward bound from Hankow, ran on 
to ‘Tungchow, it first being’ thought 
that she grounded on the mud. “Sub- 
sequent investigations revealed that 
the Kian rested fairly and squarely 
fon the middle of ‘the Keel across a 
rock jetty erected long ago in con- 
servariey work, ‘The sub-surtace jetty 
is at right angles to the Isiand.

SEQUEL TO TUNGCHOW 
PIRACY 


Precautionary Measures to 
Be Tightened Up 


‘As an outcome of the investigations 
which were made in connection with 
the Tungchow piracy a number of 
decisions have been reached. accord~ 
Ing to an Mcial statement made on 
‘Thureday by Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire. 

In the first place it is necessary 
to make clear that ships which were 
Dullt to trade in waters which were 
ot then subject to the particular 
form of piracy which prevails on the 
‘China Coast, cannot be protected by 
grille defences in the same manner 
‘as are ships specially designed with 
the possibility of piracy in view, such 
as those of the China Navigation 
Company trading in Southern waters. 
‘The question of what structural al- 
terations. if any, can be effected on 
ships built for and trading in North+ 
fern waters is being closely exam- 
ned but it must be recognized that 
there are definite limitations to what 
{s possible or practicable, one of the 
principal diffculties being the risk to 
{ife ‘consequent upon excessive gril- 
ling. ‘That this is no imaginary ap- 
prehension is proved by the very 
serious loss of life which occurred 
‘when the ss, Leung Kwong was sunk 
In Capsulmun Pass in 1927 when 
more than 185 people were drowned, 
belng.

Raving the distis ction of being one 
fof the largest drvdgers I existence, 
capable of moving 5,000,000 tons »f 
‘mud each year, the huge vessel ord-| 
ered by the Whangpoo Conservancy 
Board and built in Danzig, left that 
port on Saturday (Feb. 9) and is now 
fen route to Shanghai with a German 
crew and a representative of the 
Board on board. With its cost price 
of £151,800. the dredger will be the 
‘most costly vessel of its kind ever to 
‘enter the Yangtze. 

Conservancy Board offeisls are: 
optimistic regarding the dredger's 
facilities, which will not be accepted, 
in spite’ of trials in Germany, until 
it has ‘been tried and tested on the 
local Bar.

German Built Ship En Route to Shanghai: 40,000,000 
Tons of Silt to Be Removed 


60 years ago. As the result of a 
series of investigations, Dr. Herbert| 
Chatley, Engineer-in-Chiet of . the| 
‘Board, made a report on the subject, 
which was finally adopted by” the 
Government. The special dredger is 
fable to remove ard discharge 30,000 
tons of mud in ten hours. 


Preliminary Investigation 

Dr. Chatley stated that for the last 
fourteen years: the Whangpoo Con- 
servacy Board had had under con- 
sideration the dredging of the Bar 
of the Yangtze which forms the prin- 
ctpal obstacle to the approach of 
deep draught ships visiting Shanghal. 
As far back as 1876 a former Eng- 
Ineer-in-Chiet of the Board, Mr. 
Derijke, called attention to the ne 
cessity of improving the Bar but until 
1915 no new studies were made, At 
that time, in conjunction with the 
Chinese Maritime Customs, special 
investigations were made and in 1920, 
Dr. Chatley prepared a report for 
‘Mr, Von Heidenstam on tae possibili- 
Hes of dredging the Bar with the 
drag suction type of dredger. This 
report was adopted by the Inter- 
national Commission of Consulting 
Engineers for Shanghai Harbour In- 
vestigation in 1921, and the Govern- 
ment was advised accordingly, With 
the assistance of Mr. T. L. 
Soong, Chairman of the Board, ap- 
roval was obtained from the Execu- 
tive Yuan in 1990, authorising the 
‘Whangpoo Conservaney Board to do 
the work, 

In 1981 tenders were called for the 
first dredger. Owing to various 
causes, economic and political, no| 
[decision was then taken and in 1933, 
the sixteen firms which tendered 
were invited to revise thelr offers. 
In July, 1993, ten firms made revis- 
‘ed ‘offers and these firms Included 
‘almost all those having special ex- 
perience in building this particula 
type of dredger, which is quite 
different in its operation trom ordin~ 
ary river dredgers. ‘The most fav- 
curable offer, combined with large 
experience of this particular type, 
was that of the German firm of| 
Schichau. 


‘The drag suction type of dredger| 
is the result of an invention made| 
about 1908 by an engineer named 
Fruchling. Its pecutiar feature is 
that it is not anchored but travels 
under its own power at a speed of 
about two knots and scrapes its suc- 
tion pipe along the bed of the river, 
thereby forcing the mud into the 
pipe A powerful pump draws mud 
/mixed with water up the pipe and de- 
livers it into special containers from 
which it may be afterwards discharg- 
‘ed through doors in the bottom, or| 
‘by pumping. 

Proceeding much slower than her 
contract speed of 10% knots per hour, 
the huge dredger is expected to ar- 
rive off Shanghai early in April.

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CHINA’S REFORMED HENS 


Mr. C. F. Strickland’s Illuminative Discourse on 
Co-operation: An Optimistic View 


‘China’s progress and possibilities in 
the development of rural and urban 
co-operative societies were freely dis- 
cussed on Thursday by Mr. C.F. 
Strickland in an exclusive interview 
‘with a representative of the “North- 
China Herald”. Mr, Strickland, 
who enjoys the distinction of being the 
first lecturer sent out to China by the 
“Universities China Committee in 
London” for a year's period, is an 
authority on co-operative societies 
organized for the purpose of eliminat- 
ing the money-lender by forming 
groups of farmers and other small 
Producers, ‘These groups borrow 
Jointly from the banks for all neces- 
‘sary requirements and may also un- 
dertake co-operative marketing. 

"After many years’ experience in 
this work in India, and an extensive 
study of co-operation in other coun 
tries, Mr, Strickjand was able to treat| 
‘the idea of such a movement in China 
in a distinctly optimistic spirit. His 
eyes twinkled with humour as he 
described his work in Indla, at re- 
‘quest, and explained that a knowledge 
of reading and writing Is-not neces 
sary to carry on such a society suc- 
cesstully. 

“In India I had an opportunity for 
special study, for T was Registrar in| 
‘one of the Indian Provinces which 
had 20,000 societies functioning, and 
Tm afraid you're wrong about literacy 
being a requirement. In hundreds of 
‘those societies, not a soul could 1 
or write! Not even the secretary! 
‘The secretary merely was the cus- 
todian of the books which were 
Drought out whenever the organizer 
visited the village. A meeting was 
called. ~ ‘The farmers assembled, 
dictated thely borrowing and repay: 
ments which were duly entered, and 
the books were handed back to the 
secretary to keep until the next 
periodic visit a few months later. It 
is very simple—that method, but it 
requires trained workers to direct It” 

China's Prot 

From that point forward, Mr. 
Strickland launched into China's pro-| 
bblems with zest. “In China 1 have 
found the field particularly hopeful. 
‘The ‘Chinese farmer offers fine| 
material for organization into small 
groups to circumvent the money-lend- 
er and improve marketing. There| 
are already about 10,000 such groups, 
in operation, ‘They are mostly small, 
with a membership numbering from 
twenty to thirty farmers in one village 
‘who have subseribed a few dollars of| 
thelr own and borrowed from the| 
bank for agricultural and other neces- 
sities, “There are marketing societies 
for cotton, tea, sill, and other pro- 
duce.” 

“Ten thousand isn't many for 
China"—here an Interjectory com- 
ment-—but Mr. Strickland was swift 
to point out that, on the contrary, this| 
was an accomplishment auguring well 
for the future, “India has over 
100,000 societies. I am foreseeing 
from 200,000 to 800,000 such groups 
in China In the course of time. ‘The 
trouble with China is simple and 
easily remedied. ‘The societies hete 
are being organized by people not 
fully trained for their duties. The 
Greatest need is to train Chinese men 
‘of high educational standard to direct 
the movement, whether it is organized 
by the government, the Chinese banks, 
or by such bodies as the China Inter- 
national Famine Relief Commission. 
At the moment, co-operative socie- 
tes exist throughout the central and 
northern provinces of the country, 
‘and the southern provinces are about| 
to put the movement under way. 
Because the groups have been or- 
ganized thus far by different, bodies, 
the whole lack co-ordination.” 


Good Factors 


At this point Mr. Strickland shot a| 
quick glance at the reporter to make 
certain that his point was registered. 
Apparently satisfied he demanded 
sharpened perceptions with his next| 
‘assertion, "There are two remark- 
‘ably good factors in China:—First, the 
farmer here seems able to mani 
his own affairs very capably. He has 
his own primitive but strong organs of 
village life, and co-operative societies 
At well into his scheme of living; 
secondly, Chinese banks are perfectly| 
willing fo lend money to co-operative 
societies of farmers if properly or- 
‘ganized in a way that I have not seen 
‘anywhere else in the world. This is| 
‘a.mighty asset, and it is unprecedent- 
ed in my experience.” 

Tn response to a direct query as to 
the manifestation of this, Mr, Strick-| 
land was ready with facts. ‘Here is| 
‘an instance. The Shanghai Commer- 
lal and Savings Bank, together with 
other banking institutions, are send- 
Ing men to classes which ' colleague 
‘and 1 are ‘ondueting with te obec 
tive of training them in this line. 
What is needed is to convert them. 
into higher grade co-operative or- 
ganizers.”

Mir. Strickland, who has come to| 
China under an ‘arrangement by the| 
Universities Commitice which ad- 
ministers a portion of the Indemnity| 
Fund, has been teaching for the past 
three months in the University. of| 
Nanking, and is in Shanghal to lecture 
in various universities here before| 
proceeding up the Yangtze River to| 
study the co-operative movement in| 
the Yangtze provinces. His grasp of| 
China's particular problems is broad,| 
while his understanding is specific on 
each topic he discussed. He pointed 
to the crux of the problem in its 
educational aspects without hesitation, | 
incidentally paying tribute to General 
Chiang Kal-shek's New Life Move- 
ment 

“Co-operative societies in China| 
‘ought to be concerned with more than 
increased wealth. They should like- 
wise deal with the improvement of 
social customs in line with the New 
Life Movement. I have had the ex- 
perlénce of creating co-operative 
Societies in India which — prescribed| 
the maximum scale of expenditures 
for village weddings, for instance. 
‘Any member of the societies who 
transgressed that allowance ‘was| 
promplly fined by the other members. 
T would like to see that same prin- 
ciple applied in China in regard to| 
funerals and weddings. Tt might even 
be applied, as in India, to expendi-| 
ture on fire-works.” 

“That would be effective?” 
question was asked. 

‘The Ultimate Benefit 


“Why not? It is to the ultimate 
benefit of all concerned. I have found| 
that the members, far from objecting, 
were bound to approve, You know, |

Increasing Chinese Interest 


‘The communiqués issued in Chinese 
{totalled 476, an increase of about 51 
per cent. on the total for 1908, and 
the majority of these were published 
by all the leading newspapers. The 
number of translations ‘made from 
Chinese journals was 827, an increase 
of 89 per cent. on the previous yea. 
‘These increases were partly due 10° 
the activities of the Rickshaw Com- 
mittee and, later, those of the Rick- 
shaw Board. 

Generally speaking, Chinese news- 
papers are most interested in ques 
tions bearing a political character, 
eg negotiations regarding extra:

But during the past year in- 
quiries and comments have been made 
more frequently than heretofore In 
vegard to purely municipal questions, 
indicating a wider understanding of 
public affairs on the part of Chinese 
residents in the Settlement.

Year Reviewed in Report: Malaria Investigations 
Yield Results: Absence of Cholera 


In bis comprehensive annual report| 
to the Shanghal Municipal Couneil on 
public health in the Foreign Settle- 
ment during 1934, the Commissioner 
Bays 

Despite an abnormally hot sum- 
mer. with @ rainfall approximately 
leven inches below the average, the 
year has, on the whole, been com- 
paratively free from any’ major com- 
Munieable or other diseases. ‘The 
foreign mortality rate, namely, 11.34 
per mille, which includes all Eastern 
Faces other than Chinese, compares 
favourably with that of the principal 
cities throughout the world, thoug’ 
ft is only fair to point out that, to 
some extent, the Sottlement is In a 
favourable ' position inasmuch 1s 
‘many of the older inhabitants retire 
‘and also some of the more youthful 
return to thelr homes with the result 
‘that. a proportion of its mortality 
(which would otherwise swell the 
death rate) occurs elsewhere, 

‘The Chinese death rate of 14.25 per 
mille would also be described ag a 
very favourable figure were it not for 
the fact that faulty registration and 
other factors, over which the Depart 
ment has no control, cause this figure 
to be of no real value in judging the 
general health of the population, 

In regard to communicable diseases, 
during ‘the early part of the year 
‘mallpox was provalent, reaching, 
what is usually described here as the

of dangerous enemies, resulted in an 
attempt in June to murder a political 
‘agent of the Public Safety Bureau, 
the murder in September of a person 
believed to have been formerly 
Communist, and the wounding with 
fatal resulis in the course of. the 
perpetration of these two crimes of

The efforts of the Municipal Police 
in co-operation with the Public Safety 
Bureaut to check Communist activities 
in the Settlement led to the prosecu- 
tion of 149 persons and the discovery 
fof 142 addresses which were used 
as operating bases. One hundred 
fand nine of the accused were trans- 
ferred to the Chinese authorities, 
three were handed over to the French 
Police, one was handed over to the 
‘Japanese Consular authorities; four 
were sentenced to death, two were 
sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment, 28 were released on security, 
while the remaining two were stil 
fon remand at the end of the year. 


Intimidation on Decrease 


Intimidation, by means of threaten 
ing letters and bombs, of Chinese 
concerns alleged to be dealing in 
Japanese goods, showed a consider- 
‘able decrease as compared with pre 
vious years, Four cases in which: 
bombs were elther thrown into or 
delivered at Chinese shops in the 
Settlement occurred during the year. 
Explosions octurred at three of 
shops concerned and four persons were 
Injured, ‘Two of the persons who 
threw the bombs were arrested, One 
of these was, sentenced to ” three 
months’ imprisonment and the other 
received a suspended sentence of six 
‘months’ imprisonment.

Prof. H. A. Giles Dies in 
London at 90

the aye of 90. of Dr. Herbert Alten 
Giles, Ma, Lip, D. Lire, former 
| British 'Vice-Consul in Shanghai and 
noted "sinologue. 

‘Mr. Giles, who was born on Decem= 

1845, joined the China Con- 

sular ‘service’ in 1867. Me was ap- 
pointed Vice-Consul at Pagoda Island 
in 1880 and Vice-Consul at Shanghai 
in 1883. He served as Consul at 
‘Tamsul in 1885 and occupied a similar 
post at Ningpo in 1801. He resigned 
from the Consular service in 1893. 

From 1897 to 1992, he was Professor 
of Chinese at the University of Cam- 
bridge. He was. the author of nu- 
merous publications “dealing with 
Chinese life, literature and langua

Bridegrooms To Wear 
Uniform Gowns 


Italy's done it! Germany's done itt 
And now China is about to do 
it, Mass weddings have been solemn- 
zed in both the first mentioned 
‘countries and now the experiment is 
to be tried by China, in Shanghai, 
‘on April 3. All those’ who are con- 
templating matrimony can, by follow- 
ing out the required regulations, be 
the first to partake in the first mass 
‘wedding in China, 

‘The regulations are not so very 
aimicult. "Both the intending bride 
and bridegroom must bring three 
Photos to the Social Affairs ‘Bureau, 
‘Hil in the required application form, 
and finally for the sur of $20 the 
deal is closed. a 

‘But the regulations are not over 
yet, for the happy couples, having 
filled in the application forms the 
brides and grooms shall again visit 
the Bureau five days before the event 
is to take place. ‘There the pairs are 
Fequired t2 put thelr signatures to a 
legal document witnessed by. such 
persons who were responsible for 
bringing them together in the Aret 
place, 

Now comes the ceremony itself. 
‘The regulations state that during the 
wedding, all grooms shall wear blue 
Jong gowns and black jackets. ‘That 
the mass wedding shall take pla 
at 3 p.m. but that both bride ar 
Dridegroom must’ arrive at the ce 
mony half an hour before the wed- 
Ging. It not, they are disqualified, 
‘The names of the brides and grooms 
who are to take part in the wedding 
will be announced by the Bureau 
and any person opposed to any one 
of the weddings must say the word 
five days before the date of the mass 
wedding. Otherwise he or she, as 
the ‘case may be, will be too late 
‘The final clause is That persons tak- 
ing part in the wedding must 
here to the rules of the New Life

How 
ever on the next day it found strength 
to rise again only to gecline for the 
following two days. 

Despite the two reactions, this 
issue was able to show a net gain of 
nearly eight points at the close of the 
week, an unusual result indeed when 
all others but one suffered net losses. 








‘The market opened on Friday the 
ath after the China new year holi- 
days. Encouraged in the beliet that 
money conditions would relax after 
the new year, speculators showed a 
predominant tendency to buy resuit~ 
ing in substantial gains on the first 
day.

Sm—With reference to the letter 
from the Kiangsu Sulphuric Aeid and 
Nitrie Acid Monopoly Bureau of 
Finance Ministry, the firms who are 
opposing this tax just now do so on 
the grounds that its collection is 
farmed out, and sold to the highest 
bidder, An advertisement appeared 
in the “Sin Wan Pao” on December 31 
‘calling for bids for managing the 
transport and sales of Sulphur, etc, 
and fixing $54.000 as the lowest for 
‘Yu Lee on transport of Sulphuric and 
Nitric Acid. ‘This is different to what 
Ig said in the letter trom the “Kianget 
Sulphuric “Acid and Nitrie Acid 
Monopoly Bureau of Finance 
Ministry.” which states they were 
ordered to handle the Monopoly” al 
firs. ‘The price paid for this mono- 
poly on collecting Yu Lee shows an 
Increase of 50% over the last figure. 

If a tax has to be levied, it should 
be collected by the Ministry con- 
cerned, and not by those who have 
bought the right of collection. The 
collection must not be the monopoly 
‘of any group who may tender for 
same. Its true that those concerned 
have acquiesced in the past, but it 
is now felt that a stand must be made, 
not so much against the tax, but the 
‘manner in which it is collected. 

Tt is interesting to note that in this 
same advertisement a bid of $150,000 
is called for collecting the Yu Lee 
on the raw product of Sulphur and 
Nitre, so tht actually a manufacturer 
is penalized twice, on the raw article 
and then on the finished product.

‘We have had noted journalists 
from nearly every country in our 
midst to report on conditions In 
‘China, with, T suppose the views of 
enlightening their readers on things 
Chinese, you can by reading the 
Home papers get an intelligent view 
‘of banditry, finance, business, » the 
good and the bad, But nowhere can 
you obtain an intelligent knowledge 
of this systematic plundering of 
British ships, to say nothing about 
other nationalities, who have not 
suffered to the same extent, and it 
is a national disgrace and’ an at- 
front to the honour and prestige of 
the Empire, if there is such a thing 
left, Shipping companies and the 
various Chambers of Commerce in 
‘China cannot be held blameless for 
allowing thelr Governments to act 
in the feeble and puerile way in 
combating this challenge to law and 
order. “Nevertheless, the stupid 
ignorance of the London papers does 
not deter them from voicing de- 
mands and measures to be taken in 
suppressing this evil which are im- 
practicable.

‘Thoughts on a Sermon 


‘To the Editor of the

Su~The sermon preached in the 
Holy ‘Trinity Cathedral on Sunday, 
February 3 and reproduced in your 
journal of February 11 serves to 
emphasize, if emphasis were neces 
sary, the wide and growing gap be-

Although, 
‘with most people, there has been a 
marked falling-off in income, there 
has been little if any falling-off in 
what has to be pald for necessary 
food, or for necessary clothing. of 
for Yenting a place wherein 0 live, 
or for the means to keep warm. Ii 
custs Just as much ag it ever did to 
be born or 10 be. baptized, to be 
‘wedded or to be buried, and there is 
no indication of any reduction in 
the cost of even these essential ser~ 
vices to mankind.

As the year 
which has just left us had, so will 
the year which is just with 'us have, 
its A of pangs, its fil of trials, 
fis ll of tribulations, its All of sut- 
ferings and its fill” of disappoint- 
‘ments; it will try us and grind us 
as the old year did, and make us, 
His to be hoped, the better for it 
all. But whatever it may bring, we 
all nead a good stfong heart with 
which to face It, and a firm jaw to 
Jshow the world. In the struggle 
that is with us and ahead of us, we 
all need moral ‘help, understanding, 
‘guidance, encouragement and ap- 
Dreciation from any source that can 
be oF could be of help; and we all 
of us need assistance from every 
body or organization which might 
‘be of use in combatting the activi- 
ties which, singly and accumulative~ 
ly, have so detrimental an effect on 
the socal life of Shanghal. 

T submit that to this end we are 
entitled to look to the Church, as 
‘much as to any other body, to “do 
is bik” T may be wrong, but it) 
does seem to me that the Church 
has become so closely wrapped up 
in itself as partly to have forfeited 
its time-honoured and important 
position in the fabrie of human ac- 
tivites, and that the words Immort.

Similar 
questtons to some of those contained 
Jn the letter addressed 10 the Dean 
‘which formed the basis of his ser- 
tnon were put to Our Lord Himself 
when He was on earth, by some of 
the “Seribes and Pharisees" who 
asked Him for “a sign”. Jesus made 
a telling retort by pointing out that 
in Old ‘Testament days many pro- 
phels had spoken out their minds 
on the very subjects which lead to 
‘such burning controversy. in 

latter days, but that they had been 
disregarded and stoned to death for 
thelr pains. He followed this uo. 
with the famous parable of the Hus- 
bandman and his Vineyard. which 
“Anglican” might do worse than re- 
read. Afler doing so, surely he will 
agree that cach and’ all of us may 
well: base our “Rules of Living” on 
the teachings contained in the Gos- 
pels without having to appeal for 
‘special guidance from the pulpit. 

T think it is rather unfair of

Washington, Feb. 11. 
OUNDING the only “sour” note in the Washington symphony on | 
national defence, which has recently become the theme song of | 
the Roosevelt Administration, Brig.-Gen. William Mitchell to-day told a 
Congressional committee that the United States Army is without suitable 
aeroplanes to engage in a major war. 

Gen. Mitchell, stormy petrel of the Army when he was chief of the 
Air Corps, said in testimony before the House Patents Committee that a 
patent pool agreement between aviation manufacturers hed retarded 
‘American aeronautical development to such an extent as to cripple the 
aerial defence of the nation, 

‘The pool discourages initiative on the part of individual builders. | 
Gen. Mitchell said. He assigned a portion of the blame for “this dis- 
graceful situation.” however, to ““the stupidity and short-sightedness of 
the Army.” 

Gen, Mitchell said that the United States needs bombers capable of 
making the round-trip between Midway Island and Japan, as well as a 
series of air fortresses throughout her Pacific possessions.

Green’ wood,“ il-tired 
bricks, cheap plumbing contribute 
to make slums as fast as we clear 
them,

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INCONSEQUENCES 
By Larnaron 


When the memory of a big 
figure in public life has grown so 
green that the time has come to 
celebrate the centenary of his 
birth, it is possible to take a more 
detached view of his achievements 
than was, probably, the privilege 
of his ' contemporaries. Robert 
Hart's carecr is surveyed in this 
Issue in recognition of the 
centenary of his birth at 
Portadown, in North Ireland. 

To the present generation his 
name is surrounded, very proper- 
ly, by the halo of a great adminis- 
trator, but, looking back on the 
controversies of the time, it is 
clear that, like most great men, he 
had his critics as well as his fer- 
vent champions. To turn to. the 
Encyclopwedia Britannica, it will be 
seen that the view is stressed that 
Hart had been too long immersed 
in Chinese affairs to be able to see 
‘the Boxer outbreak in its right 
perspective. The writer of the 
article inthe Encyclopaedia 
Britannica says: 

On all disputed points, wheth 
er’ commercial, religious oF 
‘political, his advice was invariably 
sought ‘by the foreign ministers 
‘and the Chinese alike, ‘Thrice 
only did he visit Europe between 
1863 and 1902, the result of this 
Jong comparative isolation, and of 
hhis constant intercourse with the 
Peking officials, being that he. 
Jearnt to look ‘at events through 
Chinese spectacles, and his work, 
These from the ‘Land of Sinim, 
shows how far this affected his 
outlook. The faith which he put 
in the ‘Chinese made him turn a 

‘to the warnings which hi 

received of the threatening Boxer 
movement in 1900. To the last he 
believed that the’ attacking force 
would at least have spared his 
house, which contained oficial rec 
‘ords ‘of priceless value, but he 
was doomed to see his faith 
falsified, ‘The building was burnt 
to the ground with all that it con- 
tained, including his private diary 
for forty years. When the stress 
came, and he retreated to the’ 

British Legation, he took an active 

part in the defence, and. spared 

neither risk nor toll’ in his exer- 
tlons. In addition to the adminis. 
tration of the foreign customs 

service, ‘the establishment of a 

postal ‘service in the province: 

developed upon him, and after the 

‘signing of the protscol of 1901 

‘was called upon to organize 

native customs service” at the 

‘treaty ports. 

‘That edition of the Encyclopardia 
appeared within a very few 
weeks before his‘ death which, 
therefore, docs not find actual 
record in the Encyclopedia until 
new volumes were issued in 
1922, It seems regrettable, _in- 
cidentally, that that excellent’ work 
of reference merely recorded his 
death and did not feel called upon 
to review the whole of his career 
in the light of the pregnant period 
‘of the second decade of the 20th 
century. It might surely ha 
corrected the statement that Hart's 
diary was burnt. In fact that 
precious document—in about fifty 
volumes it is sald—is still extant 
and may eventually prove to be 
a mine of information for the 
future historian. Morse has given 
a hint of its value by recalling the 
fact that, when the appointment 
of a Viecroy was announced, Hart 
in conversation with a friend 
‘who gave the news, turned up his 
diary and immediately showed an 
entry, six months old, to the 
effect’ that he had himself recom- 
mended the appointment to the 
Chinese authorities of the day. 

From the Encyclopedia’s bald- 
ness it is refreshing to turn to a 
more vivid comment on Hart's out- 
took by Sir Reginald Johnston, 
writing so recently as 1927, in the 


























“Quarterly Review.” Sir Reginald 
went straight to Sir Robert 
Hart's own book, “These 


from the Land of Sinim,” and 
pointed out that just at the time 
when the Boxer Rebellion’ was ‘at 
its ‘height and the — world’s 
sympathy had been lost to China, 
Hart never allowed his clear vision 
‘of the causes of the outbreak to be 
dimmed by mists of hate, contempt 











for misunderstanding that rose 
trom the contact between" 

proud and humiliated China and a 
forceful and unsympathetic West.” 

Hart detected the underlying 
patriotism of the Boxer Rebels, 
ignorant and misguiged though he 
felt they were. He was not blind 
to their unpleasant characteristics 
and he emphatically used the 
words | “lendish cruelty” in 
describing their actions. sir 
Reginald himself was writing at a 
time when Sino-Foreign relations 
were again clouded, end he went 
jon to say: 

Can we have doubts as to which 
side Hart would have supported 
{a the present struggle for the 
abolition of the “unequal treaties”? 
“This mending of old clothes,” be 
says, “will not do—a new garment 
is” wanted!” An ‘International 
eancer is at work: as long as it 
works it will irritate and “em= 
broil, and it must. be extirpated i 
International ‘health is to been 
Joyed and a sure foundation sid 
for ‘building up. a condition “of 
‘mutual prosperity and good will.”

This view has special interest for 
the readers of this journal which 
showed—albelt guardedly—adis- 
linetly more appreciative attitude 
towards Sir Robert Hart than was 
pethaps displayed by some of his 
countrymen at a time when the 
Boxer outbreak was fresher in 
People’s: minds. 

In 1008 Sir Robert Hart, having 
received numerous honours. from 
both the Chinese and the British 
Governments, retired from the 
country he had served and, on his 
‘arrival in England, he was the 
[guest of honour at a banquet given 
in London by the China Associa 
tion. At that banquet were 
present the Under Secretary” for 
Forelgn Affairs, Lord Fitzmaurice, 
[and a special commissioner sent by 
the Chinese Government to study 
the British Constitution. “In his 
speech Sir Robert Hart said: 

ssscscesres ens Coming yours 

‘would’ show ‘tat “China ad ‘been 
quietly storing up energy for ages 
fo ‘meet “her ‘now’ environment 
She “was prepared to face the 
problems of the future and would 
Lltimately show herself among the 
front Powers of the world. She 
Would prove a great factor in his- 
tory.

‘This was a view which he did 
not keep exclusively for the 
China Association, for on his way 
back to England he had been in- 
terviewed at Genoa where he said: 
I am a) great believer in its 
(China's) future. China is a very 
‘big country and it has everything 
it needs within its own ring fence. 
‘The Chinese are a most. indus- 
trlous, intelligent, law-abiding and 
‘easily-governed ' people, and, 
individually, they “respond with 
wonderful reciprocity to. resson- 
ableness. The world can, there- 
fore, form its own opinion as to 
what 400 millions of “people may 
do, once they are organized after 
European ideas. China is certain 
ly destined to be a very powerful 
nation; but with such an immense 
mass the work must go along very 
slowly, and by the time they are 
organized on modern lines. they 
will have learnt a great deal more 
than they know at present 


‘These views were applauded by 
the “North-China Daily News" of 
that date, but this journal felt im- 
pelled to point out that eight years 
earlier Sir Robert Hart had said:

Anson Burlingame, the American 
Minister. wrote, “Mr. Harthas desery- 
edly their (the Chinese) confidence, 
For two years past he has acted In 
the place of Mr. Lay and by his tact 
‘and ability has won the regard of| 
everyone.” The “North China 
Herald” of January 2, 1884, noted 
that “The appointment ‘of Hart) has 
received the unqualified approbation 
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of all” Ina remarkeble way he won 
the favour of Prince Kung, then tho 
most powerful figure in the Chinese 
government. In regard to his ap- 
ointment, Prince Kung wrote to him, 
"Your prudence, tact and experience 
ere known to all” And Sir Frederick 
Bruce, then the British minister to 
China, wrote. "It was only by. his 
tact, good sense and modesty that he 
obtained access to Prince Kung.” 
Great Career Begun 

Thus began, to quote the words of 
Frederick Wells Williams, “the ‘most 
remarkable and creditable career of 
Jany European, perhaps, in Asia dur- 
ing the century.” His “colleague in 
the Customs Service, H.. B. Morse, 
author of the monumental work “n= 
ternational Relations of the Chiness 
Empire” writes of him that among 
the friends df China "it may con- 
Adently be sald that the most friend- 
ly and the wisest in counsel was Sir 
Robert Hart.” Besides the ‘energy 
and ability as an administrator whieh 
fone would expect in a sucessful man 
In his position, and an extraordinarily 
rcdiring and modest disposition, whieh 
is not usually thought of in connec: 
on with success to-day, his “most 
distinguishing quality was his cau- 
Yon.” Repeatedly we find him: advis- 
ing’ the foreigners in China to 
‘moderation and” slowness in. their 
efforts to change China, His attitude 

shown in his own words in a letter 
he-wrote in 1896, He had been work- 
ing for twenty-five or thirty years 
for a postal service; the Imperial 
Postal Service was ‘established, Sir 
Robert was now  “Inspector-General 
of Customs and Posts,” and he writes, 
{0 a subsordinate in the now ‘work 
soon after its responsibilities were 
added to his other duties, “I am quite 
sure my plan is the safe one, and 
my pace not only prudent, but the 
only pace that will win through, and 
Jn the interest of all itis the. tortols 
fand not the hare we must imitate! 

As the head ‘of the Imperial Cus- 
toms with some five thousand men un- 
der him, he built up the most eMicient 
farm of the Imperial Government and 
its financial mainstay, As auch he 
“became the financial ‘pilot of the 
empire." But this’ “job” for which 
he was employed, and the direct in- 
uence of his official position was but 
‘the lesser part of what he did in and 
for China. Reference has already 
been made to the Postal Service

Evidences of Power 


‘A striking instance is given bs 
nr. HB, Morse. In 1867, after only 
fa few years. In” office and 20" years 
betore his power had ‘roached ite 
peak, and under-offeer inthe Cus. 
toms’ visiting Mr. Hart passed on the 
news of the appoiniment of a cer= 
fain man to a vice-regal post, Mari 
(ok down his diary and ead aloud 
an entry he had made a couple. of 
months previously recording. his re- 
commendation of that man’ for’ that 
Post and of anothes man for another 
Such post.” Not long ater, ths second 
man ‘was also gazetted. for the post 
Hart “hed ‘suggested. Both these 
Vice-royalties ‘were in the. south- 
west, well removed fromthe im: 
portant’ Customs ‘ports “where he 
might. have. been. expected. 10 have 
had some influence, 

Not always ‘were his suggestions 
20 reallly’ followed, “His ‘memorials 
for a uniform national eurrency and 
a unified system of land tax were 
Shelved, and other efforts nthe Tine 
of reforms were blocked by the ine 
tig and selfishness of the mandarinate, 
But. his ability and. kindly. tntereat 
ed him into being “continually con- 
sulted on hundreds of matters not 
Droperly connected ‘with the. Customs 
Administration at. all.” When not 
followed, he was stil regretfully ree- 
ognized" as. right in his” judgemoat 
We have Willard Straights word for 
that 1002, at an audience ‘with 
the Empress ‘Tao Hel, “she. assured 
hhim that in her opinion If his advice 
hhad been followed 40" years. before 
there would have been’ no. Boxer 
Uprising. 

The National University 

Much credit should be given him 
for the ‘upbuilding of. the National 
University in Peking. When he frst 
took up. his residence in” Poking 
there ‘was an almost non-existent 
Ting Wen Kuan for the study of 
English, French and. Russian.” This 
he bulli up into areal college which, 
under the presidency of Dr. W. AP, 
‘Martin, and with the backing of 
Hart and Customs money, grew into 
Peking University. “Many were the 























diplomatic dificulties smoothed out 
by Harve quiet tact. There seem to 
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have been few cases where the 
Chinese could accuse him of partial- 
ty to British interests, so faithfully 
did he serve the Chinese govern 
ment, although his activity in push 
Ing the Anglo-German loans of 1896 
‘and 1898 has sometimes been crit!- 
cized. British diplomats and officers, 
‘on the other hand, were often deeply 
Indebied to him for informetion and 
counsel for which they had no other 
source. 

‘A little-known instance of his dl- 
plomatie success is in connection 
with "Chinese" Gordon. Tn the 
autumn of 1863, Major Gordon, com- 
manding "The Ever-Victorious Army” 
against the Tai-pings, threw up his 
post in a violent rage over the 
treacherous conduct of Li Hung- 
chang in killing rebel leaders whom 
Gordon felt pledged to spare at the 
capture of Soochow. ‘The Chinese 
leaders felt their cause would be lost 
without Gordon, and sent Hart secret- 





ly to find him and win him to al « 





reconciliation with Viceroy Li. It 
took some three weeks of Hart's best 
act, but Gordon was finally brought 
round and agreed to return to Soo- 
chow and sce Li. At the meeting 
Hart acted as interpreter and Gordon 
wag induced to return to active ser- 
vice, forgetting his. personal. wrongs 
in the interest of the public good. 
Just how Gordon was influenced can- 
hot be fully known. His response to 
Hart's methods of | persuasion and 
conciliatory tact saved the life of the

The belief in 
iis immortality appears to be an in- 
tultive or instinctive belief: “it is 
something like Eternity—we must 
believe it, but we cannot prove it. Of 
course, if the Bible be believed 
(which only fools disbelieve) by 
taking our arguments from it we can 
make its immortality plain, Withcut 
the Bible it can only be proved by 
Analogy, as in the Arst chapter of 
Bishop ‘Butler's “Analogy of Re- 
gion.” I have now given you Plato's 
reasons as they have come down to 
us in his works. 

T could scarcely keep from laugh- 
ing at your calling Plato a heathen.

In tracing the causes of political 
change during the century ended in 
1914, Earl Russell classifies those 
causes “as covered by economic 
technique, political theory ‘and im- 
portant individuals.

{for all those three causes are interde- 
pendent, Economic technique ‘would 
not have changed but for the ex- 
Jstence of remarkable inventors. Be- 
ef in nationality and democratic de- 
velopments cannot be entirely 
eribed to economic sources. For in- 
stance, free competition is closely os 
sociated, in Lord Russel’s view, with 
Protestantism, ‘The author tries to

ical change. He pertinently observes 
that if Bismarck had dled in infancy, 
the history of Europe during the pait 
seventy years would not have talen 
the course which it did, and ho 
argues that what was’ true of 
Bismarck may be true in a lesser 
degree of other prominent men of 
the 19th century. So the Great War 
was not inevitable, although made 
probable by large ‘causes. It could 
have been postponed by minor 
events which did not tale place, and 
if It had been postponed, the peace- 
making forees might have gained 
the ascendancy.
